has in interpreting, in drawing ami 
finally in printing richly from his 
well-drawn or etc had plates. 
The 
etcher works from light, to 
dark, 
while the mezzotint engraver works 
trom dark to light; tjiat is. the etch. 
er, who draws his picture on a soft 
copper or zinc plate, (over which a 
tilin g oat of wax has l»een spread 
and then smoked that the drawing 
m a c show lietteri, takes the plate 
from the acid bath. washes out the 
acid and covers with varnish (called 
the “stopping out” process) those 
portions which are to be in 
high 
light. 
But the parts to be darker 
are allowed to remain, ro that 
the 
acid may eat deeper into the plate, 
thus making blacker, heavier lines. 
which hold more printer’s ink and 
consequently give a deeper tone. The 
mezzoUnter, en the other hand, goes 
over his soft, smooth bright plate 
with a fine-toothed instrument call­ 
ed a “ rocker *, or “cradle”, until it 
is so completely impress* d or cov­ 
ered with these flue pin-point inden­ 
tations that if inked ami printing 
paper applied the result would Im? a 
solid. rich, velvety black or dark 
thrown surface, depending ujKin the 
colored itvfc used 
Upon this plate 
the engraver traces his design, and 
then goes over it with a-scraper. re­ 
moving hollows and 
“ burrs** alto­ 
gether for the very highest lights, 
and less and less for tho successive 
stages between the highest lights 
and the darkest blacks,

latter the plate is left untouched. The 
inking of a mezzotint plate is a dif­

ed aud perhaps burnished, so as to 
hold little or no ink— are represent-j 
cd by almost white paper.

which in Us lighter stages more or 
less plainly >howg the marks of the
